acting to compel such attention as the 
audience that filled all seats at the Ma- 
jestic gave Walker Whlteslde and com- 
pany In "The Melting Pot" last night. 
It was not only the dominant Idea of the 
play, that of America being a crucible 
In which all peoples of the earth are to 
be fused Into a new race, that attracted 
and absorbed Interest. That Idea which 
Mr. Zanuwlll has so poetically worked 
out In the play la an aspiration rather 
than a definite prophecy. It Is an exam- 
ple of fine art. too. which the writer 
conceived and brought to an artistic fin- 
ish when David and Vera put all else 
aside for the sake of their great love for 
each other. From the standpoint of sen- 
timent, what a remarkable attraction was 
that which the youthful violinist and the 
high-born settlement worker conceived 
for each other. On their second meeting, 
of a few moments' time, their love for 
each other bursts Into flame. Through 
Its influence together with the Ideals 
they have formed and tho remembrance

drop batter. Beat thoroughly, add the salt rising and continue the 
beating for eight minutes longer. Cover again and stand in a warm 
place for about two hours. Add a tablespoonful lard and enough flour 
to make a dough. Knead thoroughly until smooth and elastic. Di- 
vide into loaves, mould, place each in a greased pan. cover with a 
ijght cloth, let rise until light and then bake about an hour in a steady 1 '

Taking Rebate. 
: 


The anti-rebate law recently passed 


by the. legislature after it had been 
strengthened by efforts of local Ufa 
insurance men is one with which the 
public should be entirely familiar 
for the purchaser in the case'of a re 
bate is as culpable as the agent ao 
cording to the' provisions and Is sub- 
ject to-: a flne or imprisonment 01 
both. Rebate is declared to be a mis- 
demeanor and upon conviction, the 
agent may be fined from one hundred 
to five hundred dollars and impris- 
oned not to exceed six months for 
each ten thousand dollars worth of in- 
surance taken out, or the purchaser 
may be imprisoned for thirty days 
and fined one hundred dollars for 
each ten thousand dollars of Insur- 
ance. 


The bill was introduced by Repre- 


sentative W. S. Wells and in its orig- 
inal form would have provided the 
same penalty in case ot a rebate up- 
on the man buying a thousand dol- 
lars or a man buying a hundred thou- 
sand dollars. The injustice of such, a 
measure was recognized by members 
of the Northern Indiana Life Under- 
writers' association and the sugges- 
tions made to proportion the punish- 
ment according to the size of the 
policy were followed out. Either par- 
ty in the case ot a rebate may turn 
state's evidence and make himself 
immune <to prosecution. 


Anti-rebate bills have been intro- 


duced into the legislature at various 
times since 1S91, the 1909 enactment 
being the seventh attempt to procure 
legislation of this nature. The North- 
ern Indiana association was backeil 
by the National association, which

On Time. 


Figures that have been compiled 


by the Pennsylvania railroad show 
that out of a total of 3G9.315 trains of 
which a special record was kept dur- 
ing the years 1908, 324,739 trains, or 
88 per cent. o£ the total, made sched- 
uled time or better. 


Of through trains, records kept of 


81,369 trains on the five principal di- 
visions, show that an average of 87 
per cent, of the trains made schedule 
time, while 23 per cent, of this aver- 
age number made better than sched- 
uled time. 
The latter trains "made 


up" time on the road. 


During the year 1908 the Pennsyl- 


vania Special, the 18-hour train run- 
ning between New York and Chicago, 
a distance of 912 miles, arrived at 
Chicago on time 315 out of 366 days, 
and at New York on. time 314 days in 
the year. Of the 51 days on which 
the "Special" was late in Chicago, up- 
on 26 the dolay was less than thirty 
minutes, while of the 
52 days on 


which the train was late at New York, 
upon only 19 was the delay greater 
than thirty minutes.

ACK" SHEA, who first gained wide pub- 
licity as a detective iu the Haymarket 
anarchist case, later as chief of the Chicago 
Detective Bureau, aud later still as Inspec- 
tor of Police of the West Division, embrac- 


ing cue-half the area of Chicago, had two set theories 
'concerning criminals and their detection. One was 
that professional criminals had little or no real iutelll- 
Cence. and this theory he also applied to non-profes- 
sionals who committed atrocious crimes, regardless 
•of their motives. His second theory was that a de- 
tective who had a "sixth sense"—which he defined as 
common sense—and would make proper use of his 
other fire would rarely fail to solve the most complex 
case. 


Whatever may have been the opinion of his co- 


workers with respect to those theories, they were 
.untnlmous iu saying that Shea's individual success

Further examination showed that the back of the 


skull had been crushed by some heavy, flat object 
without leaving a mark in the form of a cut or 
abrasion. 


Of a certainty the ruau might have cut his throat, 


but of equal certainty he could not have crushed the 
back of his skull. 


Now that it was certain a murder had been com- 


mitted, of what avuil was the discovery when there 
seemed no possibility of identifying the victim? 


The discovery, however, had aroused the detective 


instinct with which Shea was so liberally credited. 
From his point of view he had not made the best use 
of his souses—certainly he had been delinquent at first 
in the sight sense and the sense of touch, or he would 
have looked at the back of the man's head when he 
originally examined the bodv, and would have felt 
of it. 


With all of his senses, including the sixth, alert and 


search they found the tannery where the man had 
been employed, and where both the foreman and the 
cashier identified the victim by the photograph and 
later Identified the body at the Morgue. 


From them It was learned that the man was a

swered very well for some hundreds of the many 
thousands of Scandinavians in the Middle West and 
Northwest. 


Starting with the case of a man who would have 


been buried as an "unknown suicide" except for their 
visit to the Morgue, they had discovered a murder, 
had identified the victim and had gotten a clew to 
the probable murderer. 
Nothing remained but to 


find the murdered man's tan yard companion to con- 
clude the case, for Shea reasoned that the second 
Swede, as he may be called, was the murderer—first, 
because he was the kind of man who would commit 
murder, and, second, because of a tip tho cashier had 
given him that thc murdered man was saving and 
penurious aud probably had much more money on his 
person than the wages-he drew at thc last pay day. ' 


Difficult of Detection. 


The detection of the murderer, however, was seem- 


ingly a more difficult tusk than any .they had per- 
formed so far iu the case. They had his name, to bo 
sure, but Shea declared that that class of workman,' 
or, rather, that kind of a man, usually changed his 
name every time he changed his Job. The description

"Boom:" sounded the ship's cannon, and "Boom'. 


Room!" with that sullen, appealing, soul stirring 
reality that belongs only to human needs and the is- 
sues of life aud death. • 


After one cannon crash a streak of rorj light shone, 


for an instant on the distant shore. Was it a beacon 
of hope'/ Could there be any hope? The crew crept 
up to the tangled, broken rigging— tu wait. 


That red light was a Coston signal. Hashed from the 


torch stick of a patrolman's hand, who. struggling 
ulong the sand dunes, treach.Toiis. snow drifted and 
wnlled in by ice crested billows and territic undertow,

Life Saving Apparatus.

which, drawn hack and forth by the continuous whip 
line, will carry one man -t a time from sea to shore. 
Bui the Lyle gun carries less than half a mile. There's 
the surf boat, but a surf boat wouldn't live ten minutes 
Jn such a sea. There's nothing but the big, sturdy 
lifeboat—not the forty foot power boats they have to- 
day, self righting and self bailing—but just n long 
stern boat, with fourteen foot oars for long, stout 
arms, and a steering arm iu the stern. 


So they launched this boat, set men at the onrs. and 


the keeper in the stern—right through the porridge ice 
nnd out into the black seas and tempest—seven small 
men ngaiust fifteen miles of mighty, destructive ocean.

saved, Surfman Hatch made a 'mighty leap from the 
mainboom of a submerged wreck clear to the mizzcn 
shrouds and rescued two benumbed sailors wlio .were 
lashed there. Later, as keeper of the Cleveland light- 


house, he rescued a drowning woman and received 
from Congress a gold bar. 


And so the long list goes on:—Keeper Griesser, of 


Buffalo, who, when his lifeboat capsized in a heavy 
gale, grabbed the lifeline, swam out and after an 
hour's battle with the waves «aved a man who was 
clinging to a pile; Niels Nielson, who swam for a mile 
with a drowning s;iilor on his back; Keeper Gaskcll. 
who saved six men from a schooner wrecked on Look- 
out Shoals; Keeper Cameron, who in his service of 
twenty-two years saved or helped save 10S lives: 
Keeper Knudsen, who swam to a sunken wreck, where 
ho was exposed in storm and darkness to waves and 
falling spars, and from there swam back aud forth 
with the ship's company of eight men and women.

oulp.ist for those "who go down to the sea in ships." 


Some nights when an' icy norther Is whittling down 


the chimney, you, in your snug, warm room, might 
give a thought to the lifeguard. Ills way lies along 
IreaclicnuiK sands or high above on icy, ragged cliff*. 
Tiie wind N piercing bone and marrow: the drifts are 
high and balliiug; a treacherous undertow is sucking 
right up to the slippery snow-clogged sands; the b!g 
breakers are curling with ice and tossing cakes on the 
beach like so many pebbles. In a hundred places, on 
sand or clitT, a misstep or two means peril—maybe 
death: 


I'.iit all this is only rated as work. There's the risk. 
Out of the night horizon comes a ship with a bellow- 


ing bonin of distress. That's the stern call. A lifeboat 
is launched—if all else falls—straight but Into a rag- 
ing, touring sea and seven men go over the bar— 
never to return, perhaps, and knowing'full well that 
risk in each of their seven souls. 


Kisk? Yes, but there's something more certain still. 


Stress of the Work. 


Kvery man Jack who enters that service, every fish- 


erboy nr beachcomber, knows perfectly well that after 
a certain number of years he will deteriorate Into a 
broken, helpless wreck, stripped of the joy of strength 
and the certainty of earning an income. It may come 
soon, the end, or It may come late. It may be broken 
bones, strains or hernia; It may be heart trouble, 
rheumatism, tuberculosis (as poor "Perkie" had) or 
any other disease traceable to overstrain and ex- 
posure; or It may be death. 
But It's coming some 


time; and then what of the oues at home? 


And here's the remarkable situation presented. For 


nil their work, their lonely life, their night patrols, 
their stern Instructions to risk death to save life,; 


their certainty of soon or late -ncapacitatlon, these 
surfmen get the munificent pay of sixty dollars a 
month, with two idle months—June and July—and 
no pay. Out of this petty wage they must pay for 
their own "grub" and for the white suits, blue suits 
and sou'wcstcrs which the government requires them 
to wear. The keeper.gets ?900 a year. 


Thai's bad enough, but it's sot all, nor is it the most 


unjust part of the contract. 


When the lifesaver's health is broken, when the 


vigor of his life is passed aud gone, the government 
which he has faithfully served iu a most dangerous 
enIllni; says simply, "Stand aside," and to the depart- 
ment, "Strike this man's name from the books and 
stop his pay from now on." No pension, such as sol- 
diers get; no half pay, like the $1,400 a year city fire- 
men can look forward to—nothing but a discharge. 
If he dies or is killed on duty, nothing but a silver 
medal for his fatherless children to play with or for- 
some .woman to hug to her hungry breast.

wife and children rescued and fed aud clothed ^by 
rough, kind hands. And I hope he will never hav'e to 
write one of .the Iiea'rtfelt letters that flow into the 
Department of Life Saving Sen-ice each year- 
this one, for instance:— 


"I most sincerely and gratefully wish to convey to 


you my commendation of the prompt and wise con 
duct of your life saving crew * * * in rescuing 
my boy from what appeared to be sure death by 
drowning. But for their timely and skilful attend 
ancc a little coffin with my best treasure on earth' 
would now be in this room. * * * Jlay the Lord 
bless such people engaged in such heroic work."

No man in public life, ever had so many diamet- 


rically opposing statements made about him as were 
directed at Chopin's personality. 


The list of bis works extends only to Op. 74. 


During his lifetime be was regarded more as a 


clever amateur than as a professional. 


Improvisation came curly to Chopin. He had a 


piano in his room and kept the neighbors awake 
many a night playin 
came to him. 


poraries with the single exception of Liszt. 


Although he was born March 1, 1SOO. there 'were 


those who insisted bis birth came a year later, and 
the. 1810 date figures in the inscription on his tomb- 
stone in P&re la Chaise. 


As a matter of fact, there was nothing Chopin de- 


tested more in the latter part of his life than ap- 
pearances in public, but when his funds had run out 
he saw in paid concerts a very easy (for him) way to 
replenish the treasury. 


Poland wasn't big enough to hold him now, so he 


the thoughts that suddenly sot out for Paris, stopping to give concerts at Vienna 


and Jluuich along the route. 


When he was nine years old IIP did the infant 


prodigy net, appearing in a concert by Gyrowetz and 
improvising for his audience. 


'His chief fame came to him during his residence, in 


Paris, but he was a Pole by birth, his first appear- 
ance being made at Zela ZotijjJWola, six miles away 
from Warsaw. 


He was a young man—only forty- 


October 17, 1849. 


-when he died, 


Paris life was too swift for his constitution to 


stand, and the late, hours aud concomitants of late 
hours developed the tuberculosis germs that finally 
prevailed. 


As an instance of the opposing statements made 


of him, he is reliably credited with having had dark 
brown eyes, though Liszt refers to them as blue. His 
complexion was of a .delicacy almost .transparent. 
His luxuriant brown hair was soft as silk. 
His 


Roman nose was slightly aquiline and his height 
a trifle below the average. 


All his movements were graceful, and his manners 


those of an aristocrat. 


His youthful fancy ran to dance music- 


mazurkas and waltzes. 


-polonaises. 


He was probably the greatest master of descriptive 


1 music Hint ever lived, and even as a child could make 
his hearers see the picture from the simple playing 
of the keys. 


Clmpin is credited with having been disinclined to 


write letters, yet he kept a diary and wrote fre- 
quently to his relatives and friends. 
Of the 'first 


concert in Vienna he wrote:—"I sat down to play'ori 
a splendid instrument of Graff's, probably the best 
in Vienna. A painted young man, who prided him- 
self on having performed the same service fot 
Moscheles, Hummel and Herz. turned over the 
leaves for me in the Variations." 


Robert Schumann, who was an authority in mu- 


sical matters, spoke of Chopin as "the boldest and 
proudest spirit of the times." 


Other competent observers referred to him as a 


pianist of the first order, a writer for the pianoforte 
beyond comparison, the greatest .master of style, a 
fascinating melodist and a manipulator .of refined 
rhythm and harmony. 
". 


One of his passionate fondnesses was for flowers, 


and his rooms were at all times filled with blossoms. 


Liszt, who was his friend, and George Sand—who 


had been—speak of Chopin as a feeble youth and 
continually at death's door, living In an atmosphere 
of moonshine and sentimentality. It seems to be a 
fact, however, that he was never seriously ill until 
ten years before his death in Paris. 


Besides which he was for a time prime favorite at 


the court of George Sand. 


As a youngster the melancholy strain w.<s re- 


lieved by a spirit of frolic, and he was as fond of a 
practical joke as any New York boy of to-day. 


His nature was melancholy, as a Pole's nature 


should be, and he was much given to what in 1000 
would be called "mooning.1' 


The idea of doing anything in a way it had been 


done before was emphatically repellent io him. and 
he avoided the commonplace as a debtor avoids a 
creditor. 


His father was a Frenchman, who went to War- 


saw and became a tutor at the LycOe and established 
a private school for young gentlemen of good famil.r, 
and it was at this establishment that Chopin received 
bis early education. 


His mother was a pure Pole, her name being Jus- 


tine Kryzanowska. 


On nno occasion the pupils in his father's schnnl. 


freed temporarily from the restraint »f the elder 
Chopin, arranged to have some fun with their tutor, 
of the sort that would be spoken of in-day as a 
rough house. When the commotion was at its height 
Chopin entered and set himself to quell it. He told 
the boys he would play for them if they would re- 
main quiet. He darkened the room and started his 
improvisation, telling the skylarkers a, romantic 
story of a band of robbers who approached a house, 
mounted by ladders to the windows, but were 
frightened away by a noise within. They lied in'.o 
a dark wood, where they fell asleep under a starry 
sky. 
Chopin, by this time, was playing more and 


more softly, as if seeking to lull the robbers if. the. 
wood to rest—and incidentally the children in the 
schoolroom. When he had satisfied himself that his 
hearers had actually fallen asleep 
-Chopin crept 


from the room and brought his parents to look at 
UK- fun he was having with his schoolmates. 
He 


turned up the lights and the boys slept on until lie 
reseated himself at the piano aifd struck a thrilling 
chord, at which they all awakened with a start. 


He wrote another friend about: this time that "Mj. 


manner of playing greatly pleased the ladies." 


Vienna opinion was favorable, though Chopin at 


the mnsel had some doubt as to how he would .be 
received. 
Writing home, he said:—"There is an 


almost unanimous opinion thnt 1 play too softly, or 
rather too delicately for the public here. 
That is 


because they are accustomed to the drum-beating 
of their own virtuosi. 1 am afraid the newspapers 
will say the same thing, especially as the daughter 
of one of the editors drums dreadfully.'1 


The out and out Germans certainly considered 


Chopin's playing too piano, and the composer himself 
spoke of a conversation he could not help overhearing 
in a cafe. One German asked of another:—"How did 
you like the performance?" The other replied:—"The 
ballet is very pretty." Chopin got out before the criti- 
cism became more direct. 


He put an immense amount of labor into his com-

state today In the Cooper-Sharp trial

General Garner arose and said: 


"After a careful examination of the 


record we find that no testimony was 
introduced as to the relative location 
of the telephone posts at the scone of 
the killing. The court agreed that if 
such testimony had not been intro- 
duced, we were to be permitted to 
prove it in rebuttal." 


"I believe that would be proper, 


general," replied the court. 


"Well." put in Judge Anderson, "we 


were able to find it. 
Mrs. Eastman 


testified and so did Mr. Cole." 


Judge Anderson then read the tes- 


timony of these witnesses. 


General Garner replied that these 


bits of testimony were so scattered 
and so disjointed that no juror could 
tell how these poles stood. 
The sig- 


nificance «nf the defense's objection to 
the testimony lies in the fact that if 
the state Rets its theory of the loca- 
tion of the poles before the jury, it 
will be able to demonstrate that Sen- 
ator Carmack could not have- shot 
Robin by firing between the poles as 
the defendants say he did. 


Court Bars the Testimony.' 


The court said he was inclined to 


think that the state had gone into 
tho question enough. Then the state 
called C. H. Farrell.

Madison Guynnup on a writ Issued by 
Coroner Dennis charging him with 
administering 
strychnine, 
which 


caused the death of his wife. The ar- 
rest proved a sensation, not only in 
Roann, this county, where Dr. Snearly to operate, 
and his wife resided, but also in Wa- 
bash, where he was known as one of 
the most prominent of the younger 
physicians. 


Mrs. Snearly died Wednesday eve- 


ning, Feb. 3, and she was buried Fri- 
day- morning, Feb. 5. 
Testimony 


shows that the 
funeral 
was held 


earlier than advised at the request of 
Dr. Snearly. 


Monday, Feb. 15, Dr. Snearly called 


upon the prosecutor and stated thut, 
owing to rumors current after death, 
he wished the body exhumed and an 
inquest held, following a post-mortem. 


It is said that before this request 


was made the prosecutor, Frank G. 
Carpenter, had already called the at- 
tention ot the coroner to the death 
nd that an affidavit charging murder 
vas in the possession of the prosecu- 
or. The order was then made by the 
irosecutor and a post-mortem con- 
lucted by Dr. P. G. Moore and Dr. 
^rin \V. Smith, Dr. Snearly and his
